1 don"t like the
Union Pacific bill. 1 don"t like the Antelope Park bill. |
don*t like the Riverfront Development inOmaha. 1 don"t like
the Omaha Public Schools coming down here trying to plunder the
treasury. Here"s what the approach 1is that these outfits
usually will take. They, through their negligence, if it"s in a
case of an Omaha school district, will create a series of
problems. Then the problems of their own creation will be used
to come down here to the Legislature and say, give me some money
because of these problems. Had they done abetter job of taking
care of thebusiness of running the schools instead of trying to
resegregate,- discriminate against black children and poor white
children, these problems that they created would not be in
existence. So we need to require them to show some good faith
before we evenconsider letting them stick their fingers into
the state®s treasury. So I"m going to be working against those
bills very assiduously. Fortunately, 1"ve been given reason to
believe that that terrible LB 513 is not going to come out here,
but you all need to keep in mind that we"re going to be talking
about redistricting and some other very serious matters. It
